In I.ngland tho reform has so far pro-

The 
primary cell furnishes the current for 
each electric light. Wires from the cell 
conduct the current where it is wanted, 
as in ordinary electric lighting. The

There is a new electric door opener, by 


which a man is saved the trouble of ring 
inp- a bell or of opening his own street door 
and of shutting It behind him.

ness of their operation. The new device 
not only does all that the ordinary door 
checks accomplish, but it has tha additional 
adi antage of opening the door before the 
pnson passing through it and closing it 
•ilently behind him, all without requiring 
a touch of the finger. 


1 he door is hung on spring binges and 


the tendency of the springs is always to 
swing the door open. To the top of the 
door is attached a cord which runs over a 
set of pulleys to a little electric motor, the 
function of which is to wind up the cord, 
to i in 11 the door to and keep it shut, at the 
same time winding up the spring which 
opens the door. The person approaching 
the door steps on an electric mat, which 
clones the circuit, setting free the cord con- 
nected with the motor and allowing the 
door to be swung open by the springs. As 
soon as the person steps off the mat the 
swi tch at tho motor closes the motor cir- 
cuit, and the door is quietly closed.— Pitts- 
burs Dispatch.

I would make the problems 
given out to students in every school of 
architecture, to the extent of one-half the 
number submitted, of a prosaic type. One 
would be the layout of an industrial town, 
choosing as a possible site a bit of unoccu- 
pied laud somewhere in the neighborhood 
of the city, with a stream running through 
It, corresponding to a site by a river where 
power might be generated, or by a landing 
place for the fuel from which the power 
might be derived.

Incandescent Lights. 


People who useincandescent lights should 


always keep in mind the fact that there is 
danger ever lurking about the brilliant lit- 
tle illuminators. It is an easy matter to 
explain without goiig into the technicali- 
ties of electric science. Of course you will 
say 50 or 100 volts will not do much harm, 
but don't be too sure of that, and particu- 
larly don't imagine that 50 or 100 volts is 
all your little wire will carry. 


Sometimes the incandescent gets crossed 


with a high circuit wire. In that case it is 
expected by the electrician that the safety 
fuaa will blow out And thun oufcoff fclxa oon- 
nections, but sometimes this fuse don't 
work. I could cite many instances in which 
it did not, aiid as a consequence disaster 
resulted. No matter how much care is taken 
to make the lights safe, there is always 
danger in fooling with lightning. Never 
attempt to turn on the light should the 
floor be wet, for a ground circuit is a dead- 
ly thing, and don't take hold of the metal 
fixtures with one hand and then use the 
other to turn on the light. The precautions 
are easily observed.—Boston Transcript.

To the parent as well as the eilicator the 


position of the pupil when writing should 
be of the greatest interest That there is 
an alarming increase of spinal curvature 
and near sight in children of the present 
day goes without saying.

Tar- 
taglia, trusting in Cardan's good faith, 
communicated to him his rules. 


Cardan, assisted by iis pupil, Ferrari, 


succeeded in extending the rules, solved 
equations of the fourth degree and pub- 
lished the whole in the "ArsMagua." Tar- 
taelia irritated at the algebraist astrolo- 
ger's violation of his word, fell into a vio- 
lent rage. He sent to his enemy several 
challenges. Cardan finally agreed to at^ 
tend a disputation, which was to be held 
in a church in Milan on Aug. 10, 1548. He 
did not appear, but sent his pupil, Ferrari. 
Ferrari bore his part in the contest alone, 
and the affair would have resulted in favor 
of Tartaglia if the hostile attitude of Car- 
dan's friends had not caused him to leave 
Milan by a byroad. — Popular Science
